Its Author Embraced by Men and Wo- 
men of an Emotional Audience 
Paris, France.—There was a great 
scene after the first performance of 
the new play ‘Servir,’ by M. Henri 
Lavendan, at the Theatre Sarah Bern- 
hardt, M. Guitry, the famous actor, 
snapped up the play while the Comed- 
ie Francaise was doubting whether it 
could produce it, The black-head- 
ed author of the play was embraced 


by men and women alike after the! 


performance and tears were running 
down many cheeks. 

‘Bervir’ gives violent expression to 
the new spirit of patriotic fervor that 
has been growing in France for sev- 

| eral years, especially in the younger 

generation, and which revealed itself 
dramatically at the time of the Agad- 
jir incident, It shows in the form 
of a parable the overcoming of the 
antimilitarism which was rife in 
France a few years ago by love of 
la patrie. 

The two chief characters—or rather 
types, for they are merely mouth- 
pieces of opposing sentiment—are an 
old colonel, played by M. Guitry, and 
his son. The colonel, on hig forced 
retirement under the age limit, felt 
that he must still serve his country. 
He was so devoted that he even sought 
an unpleasant way of showing it and 
became a spy. In that capacity he 
discovers that a very powerful explos- 
ive has been invented by his son. 

The son is a pacifist. He hates 
war and tells his men that they ought 
not to fight unless their conscience 
approves the cause. He uses all the 
humanitarian arguments that used to 
be heard in France, and is so carried 
away by his enthusiasm that he is 
determined to make no use of his in- 
vention. He has proved its force 
by blowing up an island off the coast 
of Brittany.

ELEVATORS USED IN OLD ROMAN 
PALACES 


More Evidence of Fact That World 
Has Changed Littie Since Then 


Rome.—Prof. Bont, who at present 
{s carrying out excavations on the site 
formerly occupied by the palace of the 
Caesars on the Palatine Hill, has prov- 
ed that at least three large elevators 
were used in the palace, enabling the 
Roman emperors to ascend from the 
Forum to the top of the Palatine. One 
shaft, which has not yet been com- 
pletely cleared from the debris and 
rubbish which encumbered it, is 120 
feet deep, d 

A storm which displaced a tract of 
the sandy beach at Porto d’Anzio (the 
ancient Antium near Rome) has re- 
vealed the existence beneath the level 
of the sea of ruins which are supponed 
to be the remains of a patrician villa. 
Antium was a fashionable seaside re- 
sort of the ancient Romans, and Nero 
built a sumptuous villa there. 

Discoveries like these, said a life- 
long student of Roman antiquities, 
make one realize how little the world 
has changed in habit or achievement 
since the days of the Caesars. Take 
the matter of water supply and baths. 
There has been found near Pompeii a 
Roman house in which is installed a 
first-rate hot and cold water system. 
The occupants could turn on hot or 
cold water or both, just as in a modern 
house; and this was toward the end 
of the first century, A.D. 

A mode of bathing remarkably like 
the modern Turkish bath is describ- 
ed by Celsus, a writer on the art of 
medicine. He advises the bather to 
go first into a moderately heated room 
and perspire slightly, after wh he 
should anoint himself and pass oa 
hot air. room. Having perspired 
there, he should pour hot, warm and 
then scrape himself with a strigil, and 
finally anoint himself—this last pro- 
cess bein probably a precaution 
against cold. The strigil was a 
curved piece of metal much used for 
cleaning purposes by the athletes and 
bathers of ancient Rome. 

The ancient Romans’ were good 
cooks and had advanced types of 
kitchen implements. At Pompeii 
was found an implement consisting of 
a long handle and a rectangular pan 
with twenty-eight circular depressions 
used for baking cakes or poaching 
eggs. ’ 

Few people recollect that the 
Romans introduced a_ system of 
heating their houses by hot air. 
The stokeholes were outside and 
were connected by shafts by which 
the air circulated under the floors 
and up inside the walls. Seneca, 
writing in the first century, regard- 
ed such a system as an enervating 
luxury, but by the third century it 
was in general use. 

As to articles of the toilet, we 
could teach the Romans but little. 
They had combs, razors, toothpicks, 
nail files (with a roughened surface 
and a smooth surface for polishing), 
mirrors, toilet boxes, scent bottles, 
pins, brooches, hooks, and eyes. Of 
course,many of these things were 
much used long before the Romans; 
the principle of the safety pin goes 
back, for instance, to very antique civ- 
ilization.

What is Considered Grave Situation 
is Discussed by Her Statesmen 
in Secret - 

Brussels, Germany.—The Belgian 
chamber of deputies has discussed at 
a secret sitting vital questions of na- 
tional defense. ‘ 

When it was proposed that a secret 
sitting should be held, several .mem- 
bers announced that they would not 
maintain secrecy, and tulmultuous 
scenes occurred, Baron de Broque-’ 
ville, the premier and war minister, 
according to the ministerial organ, Le 
Patriot stated: The minister for 
foreign affairs and myself are on a 
voleano. If you do not promise to 
keep our communications secret we 
shall be compelled to withold them. 

Guarantees that secrecy would be 
observed were obtained and the sec- 
ret sitting was held. Stringent pre- 
cautions were taken and parliament- 
ary journalists were forbidden access

It is clear that the premier has been 
greatly impressed by the German mili- 
tary measures at Elsenborn and other 
places on the Belgian frontier.

Moresnet Is Only One and a Quarter

| Moresnet bas an area of barely one 
and a quarter square miles and a pop- 
‘ulation of 8,500. It owes its existence 
to a boundary controversy for the con- 
| trol of a once important zinc mine. A 
boundary commission settling the fron- 
tiers of Holland and Prussia after the 
‘ fall of Napoleon in 1814 was unable to 
| agree upon the ownership of this tiny 
piece of land, with its valuable mining 
_ rights, and finally left the question for 
future settlement. Neither power was 
to occupy it, and it was administered 
jointly by the two states. - 

In practice the joint administration 
soon resulted in an administration by,

came autonomous under the protection
